Hereas the Goods and 
Derional Effare Here- 
tofoꝛe belonging to the 
late King Charls, and 
to his Wife and eldeſt 
Son, have been, and 
are juſtly foꝛfkeited by 
them, foz their ſeveral 
Delinquencies; And 
though the ſame be of 
conſiderable value, vet 
in regard many parcels thereof are diſperſed in 
ſeveral hands and places, they may foꝛ want of 
a certain accompt, p2obably be ſpoiled and im- 
bezled, oz made away Without advantage to 
the State, if due care be not Had, and ſome 
ſpeedy courſe taken to pzevent the ſame: The 
Commons of England aſſembled in Parliament, 
taking the pꝛemiles into their ſerious conſidera⸗ 
tion, have thought fit and reſolved, That the 
ſaid Goods and Perſonal Eſtate, heretofoꝛe be- 
longing to the perſons abovenamed, and to every 
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oꝛ any of them, (hall be inventoꝛied and appꝛiſed, 
and ſhall alſo be ſold, except ſuch parcels there- 
of as (hall be found neceſſary to be reſerved fo 
theuſes of State; Beit therekoꝛe Enacted, and 
it is Enacted by this pzeſent Parliament, and by 
the authozity of the ſame, That John Hum- 
phreys and George Wither of Weſtminſter, Eſqs; Anz 
thony Mildmay, Ralph Grafton of Cornhil, Michael 
Lampier, John Belchamp, Philip Cartwright of the 
Ille of ſe ſey, Gent. Henry Creech, John Foach, Da- 
vid Powel, and Edward Winſlow, Gentlemen, and 
Citiʒ ens of London, ſhall be, and are hereby con⸗ 
ſtituted and appointed Truſtees koꝛ the enqui⸗ 
ring our, inventozping, appꝛizing and ſecuring 
of the ſaid Goods and Perſonal Eſtate; and they, 
oz any four oz moze of them, ſhall be, and are 
hereby authozized, to repair to any and every 
Houſe oz place wizatſoever, Where any of the ſaid 
goods, 02 any part of the ſaid Perſonal Eſtate 
doth lie, and to make oꝛ cauſe to be made, a true 
and perfect Jnventoz2y oz Inventoꝛies thereof, 
and of every part and parcel thereof, which they 
ſhall oꝛ may any wap finde out oz diſcover, and 
to make a juſt and equal appꝛizement of the 
ſame, and of every part and parcel thereof, ac- 
co2ding to the true value thercof, as they in their 
judgements and conlciences ſhall think the ſame 
may reaſonably and pꝛobably be ſold fo2; expꝛel⸗ 
ſing in the ſaid Pnventozy e2 Inventoꝛies, the 
ſeveral ſums oꝛ values at which the ſeveral par- 
cels (hail be apnꝛiʒ ed as afozeſatd, and to ſecure, 
92 cauſe to be ſecured, the ſaid goods, and every 
part and parcel thereof, at ſnch place oz places, 
and in the hands and cuſtody of ſuch perſon o: 
perſons as they ſhall finde moſt tit and convent- 
ent, to pzevent any ſpoil oꝛ imbezlement thereof; 
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veral Appꝛizements of the premiſes, the ſaid 
Truſtees, 02 any four oz moze of them, ſhall 
make thzee Duplicates, certifticd under their 
Hands and Seals, and expꝛelsing the ſeveral 
places Where, and the perſons in whole Cuſto- 
dy the pꝛemiles o2 any part thereof reſpectively 
are ſecured as afo2eſaid ; and keeping the Oztgt- 
nals in the hands of luch Clerk Regiſter as they 
ſhall think fit to implop, (hall within fourteen 
days aſter any ſuch appzizements made, return 
and ſend one of the ſaid Duplicates to the Toun- 
cel of State, Which ſhall be kept by the Secre⸗ 
tary thereof; and the other to the other Com⸗ 
milsioners hereakter named to be Contractoꝛs 
fo ſaleof the ſaid Goods, oꝛ to the Clerk-Regt- 
fter whom the laid Contractoꝛs ſhall implop foz 
that purpoſe, which ſhall by him be Reagiſtred 
and ſafe kept; and the third to the Treaſurers 
hereafter menttoned, fo2 the Recerpt of the mo- 
neys to be made by ſale of the pzemiſes, which 
(hall by them be Regiſtred and ſafe kept. And 
fo: the moꝛe effectual pꝛoſecution of this Ser- 
vice, and better diſcovery of any concealment o2 
imbezlement of the pꝛemiſes, oꝛ any part there- 
of, Be it further Enacted, That the laid Tru⸗ 
ſtees, oꝛ any two oꝛ moꝛe ok them, chall be and 
are hereby authozized to adminiſter an Oath 
unto, and to examine upon Oath every luch per⸗ 
ſon oꝛ perſons as they/ſhall finde able to infoꝛm 
them, concerning any other perſon. oz perſons 
chargeable with, oꝛ accountable foꝛ the pzemiſes 
02 any part thereof: And that the ſaid Truſtees, 
oz any four oz moze of them, (hall be and are 
hereby authoztzed, by Warrant under their 
Hands and Seals, to ſummon and call befo:e 
them all and every ſuch perlon and perſons, and 
the Executozs oz Adminiſtrato2s of any — 

perſon 
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perſon oz perſons deceaſed, in whole Hands, 
Charge 92 Cuſtody they ſhall finde, oꝛ be infozm- 
ed upon Path that any of the ſaid goods o2 pꝛe⸗ 
miles, oz any Books of Accompts o2 Wziting 
concerning the fame, now are oꝛ Have been, oz 
Were at any time ſince the beginning of the late 
King Charls his Ratgn, oz who ſhall oz may be 
able to infkoꝛm them concerning the pꝛemiles, oz 
any part thereot; and to require every ſuch perſon 
92 perſons to bzing befoꝛe them all ſuch Books 
of Accompts, & other Wꝛiting as he oꝛ they have 
in their cuſtody oꝛ power, oꝛ may lawfully come 
by concerning the pꝛemiſes oꝛ any part thereof; # 
in caſe of auy ſuch perſons refuſal oz neglect of 
obedience unto ſuch firſt Warrant, then by pther 
Warrant under their Hands and Deals, to ſend 
fo: ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons in ſafe cuſtody (unleſs 
the perſon be a Member of Parliament oꝛ of the 
Councel of State, in which caſe the Parliament 
o2 Councel of State reſpectively, is firſt to be 
acquainted therewith, to the end ſuch perſon 
map be oꝛdered and made to appear, and do ac- 
co2ding to the ſuch firſt Warrant as afozeſaid) 
and upon the appearance of any ſuch perſon oz 
perſons as afoꝛeſaid in ſafe cuſtody, oꝛ other wiſe, 
the ſaid Truſtees, oꝛ any four o2 moꝛe of them, 
are hereby authoꝛized to examine, and to require 
an accompt of every oꝛ any ſuch perſon oꝛ per⸗ 
ſons concerning the diſpoſal of the pzemiſes, oz 
any part thereof, either upon Dath (which they 
are hereby authoztzed to adminiſter) oꝛ elſe with- 
out Path, as they ſhall ſee cauſe ; and in caſe any 
ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall refuſe to anſwer, oz 
give ſuch accompt,betng thercunto required, then 
by Warrant under their Hands and Seals to 
commit ſuch Offendoꝛ oꝛ Offendoꝛs to P2iſon oz 
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he 02 they ſhall anſwer and give ſuch accompt as 
afozeſaid; and in cafe any ſuch perfon oz perſons 
upon his o2 their own examinations, oꝛ other 
ſufficient evidence upon Dath, ſhall be found to 
have any of the ſaid Goods oz perſonal Eſtate in 
his oz their hands, cuſtody o2 power, and ſhall 
detain, o2 ſhall conceal, and refuſe oz neglect to 
pꝛoduce and deliver the lame to ſuch perſon oz 
perſons as the ſaid Truſtees, oꝛ any four oꝛ mo2e 
of them ſhall ozder and appoint, oꝛ eiſc to Have 
imbezled, purloyned o2 made away any part oz 
parcel of the pzemiſes, and ſhatl refuſe oz neg⸗ 
lect to bꝛing oꝛ pay in to the Treaſury hereafter 
tn this Act appointed, the full value thereof in 
money, as upon like evidence as afozſaid the 
ſame ſhall be found to Have been wozth, when 
laſt known to have been in his oꝛ their hands oz 
cuſtody, and as ſhall thereupon be Awarded and 
Oꝛdered by the ſaid Truſtees (Which they, oꝛ any 
four oꝛ moꝛe of them are hereby authoꝛized and 
inabled in ſuch caſe to Award and O2der) then 
the ſaid Truſtees, oꝛ any four o2 moze of them, 
are hereby authoꝛtzed and required to certiſie the 
name and caſe of every ſuch Offendoꝛ, with the 
ful value of the goods by him detained concealed, 
imbezled, purlopned, oꝛ made away as afozeſatd, 
unto the Barons of the Exchequer, who there- 
upon are to take oeder fo2 the cffectual levying 
of the full value ſo certified of the ſaid Goods ſo 
detained, concealed, imbezled, purlopned, oz 
made away as afoꝛeſaid, upon the Eſtate Real 
and Perſonal of every ſuch Offendoꝛ reſpective- 
ly; which moneys fo to be levied, the ſatd Ba- 
rons of the Exchequer are to cauſe to be im- 
mediately paid over into the Hands of the Trea- 
ſurers hereafter mentioned fo2 the uſes in this 
Act appointed; and in caſe upon ſuch PYnquirp, 
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Inkoꝛmation, Examination, oꝛ other pꝛoceed⸗ 
ing as afozeſaid, any part oz parcel of the ſaid 
goods oz pꝛemiſes, be found out, produced and 
recovered in kinde by the laid Truſtees, they 
are then from time to time to pꝛoceed there with, 
to the inventozping, appꝛiſing and lecuring the 
ſame, and returning ſuch Duplicates thereup- 
on as is afoze directed: And in caſe they finde 
any part oꝛ parcel of the pꝛemiſes do lie at ſuch 
place and diſtance, as that they cannot conve⸗ 
niently go to appꝛize the ſame where it lies, they 
may, and are hereby authoꝛtzed to take oꝛder fo2 
the true inventoꝛping of the fame, and fox the 
removing thereof to ſuch other place as they 
ſhall finde convenient, by the hands of ſuch per- 
{on oꝛ perſons as they ſhall think fit to emplop 
therein, in oꝛder to their moꝛe conventent appzt- 
fing and diſpoſing of the ſame, as is afoꝛe di⸗ 
rected, And it is further Enacted, That the 
ſatd Councel of State, upon the return of any 
ſuch Duplicate unto them, as is afoze directed, 
from the ſaid Truſtees, ſhall within fourteen 
days after ſuch return, make choice of luch par- 
ticulars of the pzemiſes therein contained, as 
they ſhall think fit, to be reſerved fo2 the uſes of 
State, not exceeding the value of Ten thouſand 
pounds, and ſend an extract and accompt there⸗ 
of to the Contractoꝛs hercafter named (who are 
thereupon to fozbear any ſale of ſuch particu- 
lars, until further Oꝛder from the Parliament: 
And the laid Councel of State are with all 
convenient ſpeed. to certiſie oꝛ make repoꝛt to the 
Parliament, of ſuch particulars as they have 
ſo made choice of, to be reſerved as afo2eſaid, to 
receive the appꝛobation, oꝛ diſapp:obation of the 
Parliament thereupon : And tuch of the ſaid 


particulars as the Parliament hall thereupon 
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appꝛobe, to be reſerved, ſhall (upon a Warrant 
krom the ſaid Councel) be delivered by the ſaid 
Truſtees, oꝛ their Agents in whole Cuſtody the 
ſame are ſecured as afoꝛeſaid, unto ſuch perſon 
oꝛ perſons as the ſaid councel (hall authoꝛtze and 
appoint to receive the ſame, to be reſerved foꝛ the 
uſes of the State; and ſuch ot the ſaid particu- 
lars ſo made choice of, as the Parliament ſhall 
not appꝛove to be reſerved, the laid Councel ſhall 
within ſeven days after ſuch dilappꝛobation cer⸗ 
tific to the ſaid Contractoꝛs hereafter named, 
who may and are thereupon to pꝛoceed unto the 
ſale thereof, as is hereafter directed; And the 
ſaid Truſtees, 02 any four oꝛ moꝛe of them, (hall 
be and are hereby authoꝛtzed to make choice ok, 
and appoint a Clerk⸗Kegiſter, and ſuch other 
Agents oz Officers as they ſhall think fif-and 
finde needkul, koz the better diſcharge of the 
Truſt, and diſpatch of the Service hereby com- 
mitted to them as-afo:eſaid, and fo2 their own 
and their Agents and Officers pains and 
charges therein, ſhall have ſeven pence in the 
pound allowed them out of all ſuch moneys as 
ſhail be made by ſale of the ſaid goods and pꝛemi⸗- 
ſes, and out of the moneys to be received, raiſed 
oz levied foz, and as the value of any part o2 
parcel of the pzemiſes which they ſhall finde oz 
diſcover to be concealed, detained, imbezled, pur- 
loyned o2 made away as afozeſatd, which allow- 
ance of ſeven pence per pound, ſhall be paid by the 
Treaſurers hereafter mentioned, unto the ſaid 
Truſtees, 92 to ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons as they o2 
any five oꝛ moze of them ſhall from time to time 
appoint to receive the lame fo2 their uſe, by war⸗ 
rant under their Hands and Deals to the ſaid 
Treaſurers directed; out of which allowance of 
feven pence per pound, they are to ſatisfie all and

every the Agents and Officers by them to be 
employed in this ſervice, and to defray all other 
charges of the ſame (except foꝛ ſuch Meſſengers 
o2 Dfficers as they ſhail employ, ko the bꝛing⸗ 
ing oꝛ keeping of any Offenders in ſafe cuſtody 
as afozelatd; who foz their pains and ſervice 
therein, are to have and take from every ſuch 
Offender , ſuch Fees as Meſſengers employed 
under the Sergeant at Arms attending the 
Parliament uſually do, and lawiully may receive 
and take fo: Delinquents fetched oz kept by 
them in ſafe cuſtody, by Oꝛder of Parliament 
reſpectively, And it ts further Enacted by the 
authozity afozeſaid, That Daniel Norman of the 
Tfle of Jerſey, Merchant, John Hales of London 
Merchant. Clement Kinnerſſey, John Price, Henry 
Parre, And William Allen, Gentlemen and Citizens 
of London, ſhall be, and are hereby conſtituted 
and appointed Commiſſioners and Contracto2s 
fo2 the ſale of all and every the ſaid goods and 
pꝛemiſes, whereof ſuch Duplicates of the inven- 
toying and appꝛizements thereof ſhall be certt- 
fied and returned to them from the ſatd Truſteeg 
as afo:eſatd, except ſuch parcels oz particulars 
thereof as ſhall be made choice of & app2oved as 
afo:eſatd to be reſerved fo: the uſes of the State: 
And the ſaid Contractozs, oꝛ any thꝛee 02 mozeof 
them, are hereby entruſted and authoꝛtzed to ſell 
all and ſingular the pzemiſes (except befoꝛe ex⸗ 
cepted) accoꝛding to their beſt skill and judge- 
ment, to the beſt advantage foz the Common- 
wealth, and foꝛ the uſes hereafter expꝛeſſed; and 
fo: that purpoſe, cauſing publique notice to be 
given by the ſpace of one week befo2chand 
oz moꝛe, of the time and place when and where 
they tntend to begin to ſet to ſale any part oz 
parcel of the pꝛemiſes, and of the ſeveral — 
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enlars then and there to be fold, they are accoꝛd- 
ingly» rs poceed to the ſale thereof; arc here- 
by authoꝛtzed to treat with any Th a per lon 02 
perlons Who ſhall appear willing to buy, and 
to Contract with him oz them koꝛ every 92 aup dt 
the ſaid particulars ſo ſet to ſale, at the utmoſt 
pꝛice they can obtain foꝛ the lame, lo as it fall not 
ſhoꝛt of the appꝛtzement made as akoꝛeſatd, un⸗ 
leſs (upon further confideration thereof ) the 
ſaid Truſtees, oz four oz moe of them, ſhall 
finde cauſe, and agree to alter the fame unto a 
lower rate; and ſhall by wziting under their 
Hands and Seals certifice ſuch alteration to the 
ſaid Contracto:s, in Which caſe the ſaid Contra- 
ctoꝛs may fell any ſuch particular 92 particulars 
at oꝛ above the rate oꝛ rates unto which the ap- 
pꝛizement (hall be ſo altered reſpectively; and in 
ſuch caſe the ſaid Truſtees are allo in like maner 
to certifie the alteration oꝛ alterations ſo made, 
both unto the Councel of State, and to the Trea⸗- 
lurers hereafter mentioned; and of all and eve- 
ry the particulars ſold and contracted foz as 
afo:cſatd, and of the buyers names and places 
of abode, and the pꝛices agreed upon relpective⸗ 
ly; and the laid Contractoꝛs are immediately up- 
on the Contract to cauſe an Entry to be made in 
a Book, to be kept by their Clerk-Regiſter foz 
that purpoſe, and to ſuch Entry the buyers to 
ſubſcribe their names reſpectively, Which Entry 
and Subſcription ſhall make the bargain oblt- 
ging on both parts; and foꝛ further aſſurance 
thereof to the buyers (if it be by them inſiſted on) 
the ſaid Contractozs , o2 any th:ee oꝛ moze of 
them, arc to give a Note under their Hands and 
Seals unto the ſeveral buycrs reſpectively, er- 
pꝛelling the particulars by them bought, and the 
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made as afo:eſaid, the laid Contracto:s, oz any 
th:ce 02 moze of them, ſhall by Wziting under 
their Hands and Seals, from time to time cer- 
tifie unto the laid Truſtees, and to the Treaſu⸗ 
rers hereafter mentioned ſeverally, an account 
of the particulars ſold, with the buyers names 
and pꝛices, and day of ſale reſpectively; and be- 
foꝛe delivery of any the particulars ſold unto the 
reſpective buyers, the ſaid Contractozs are to 
cauſe the full pꝛice o2 pꝛices agreed upon fo: the 
ſame, to be patd into the Hands of the Treaſu- 
rers hereafter mentioned in this Act, unleſs they 
ſhall finde cauſe to give day fo2 part thereof; in 
Which caſe it is left to them ſo to do, ſo as that 
part exceed not the moyety of the full pꝛice, and 
fo as the day given exceed not two moneths, and 
that ſufficient ſecurity be taken by them koꝛ the 
ſum foꝛboꝛn, and upon payment of the full pꝛice 
agreed upon, o2 of one moyety oꝛ mo2e thereof, 
and ſuch ſecurity taken as afozeſaid fo2 the re- 
mainder, the payment being certified by the 
Treaſurers, and the ſecurity by thꝛee 02 moꝛe of 
the Contractoꝛs unto the ſaid Truſtees, they 
the ſaid Truſtees, oꝛ th:ce 02 mo2e of them, ſhall 
give out their Oꝛder oꝛ Warrant, directed to the 
perſon o2 perſons in whole hands ſuch particu- 
lars were ſecured by them as afo:eſaid, foz the 
delivery of ſuch particulars unto the buyer oz 
buyers reſpectivelp, oꝛ to his oꝛ their aſſigns; and 
ſhall alſo make and deliver unto every ſuch buyer 
02 buyers in Wztting under their Hands and 
Seals, an Aſſignment of the ſaid particulars re- 
ſpectively, in the nature of a Bill of Sale, where- 
by the pꝛopꝛiety of the particulars ſo aſſigned, 
ſhall be fully veſted in ſuch buyer and buyers 
reſpectively, and in his oz their Alligns, by 


vertue of this Act; And in caſe any perſon oz 
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perſons, who ſhall Have bargained with the 
laid Contracto:s as akoꝛeſaid foz any of the pꝛe⸗ 
miles, ſhall not within the ſpace of one moneth 
after the contract made and entred as afo2e- 
laid, effectually pꝛoſecute His oz their bargain, by 
paying the ful pꝛice,oꝛ one moyety thereof oꝛ more, 
and giving ſuch Securitp foꝛ the remainder, as 
ſhall be infiſted on by the ſaid Contracto2s, ſo as 
the default lie on the part of ſuch buyer oz buyers, 
then every ſuch buyer koꝛ ſuch dekault, ſhall incur 
the penalty and foꝛfeiture of one fourth part of 
the lum of the pꝛice agreed on; Which upon cer- 
tificate of ſuch default, with the lum of the pe- 
nalty, from three oz moze of the ſaid Contra- 
cto2s, under their Hands and Seals, unto the 
Barons of the Exchequer, the ſatd Barons ſhall 
take o2der fo2 the levping of the ſame to the 
uſe of the Commonwealth, out of the Eſtate 
Real and Perſonal of ſuch defaulter o2 defanl- 
ters reſpectively, and every ſuch defaulter ſhall 
alſo fo:feit and loſe the benefit of His ſaid bar⸗ 
gain, and in ſuch caſe after the ſpace of ſeven 
days from the expiration of the ſaid moneths 
ſpace next enſuing, the Contract; and ſuch de⸗ 
fault continuing, then the ſatd Contractoꝛs, oz 
any th:ce oz moze of them, may and ſhall p20- 
ceed to a new ſale of all and every ſuch particu- 
lars (concerning Which ſuch default is made) 
unto any other perſon oz perſons, as if no ſale 
thereof had befoze been made: But Where- 
as divers of the faid goods and pꝛemiſes are 
of ſuch nature, as that though by reaſon of 
their Rarity 62 Antiquity, they may vield very 
great p2ices in Forraign parts, Where ſuch 
things are much valued, yet foꝛ particular mens 
uſe in England, they Would be accounted little 
Woꝛth, and fo yiciv no conſiderable paice, 0 they 

ould 
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ſhould be fo2thwith ſold Here, acco2 ding to the 
fo:egoing directions: Jt ts therefo:e further 
Enacted and Pꝛovided, That to2 ſuch particu- 
lars of the pzemiſes as the ſaid Contractozs 
ſhall finde to be of that nature, they oꝛ any thee 
oꝛ more of them may treat and agree with any 
Merchant-Adventurer oz Fozreign Merchant, 
about tranſpozting ſuch of the ſaid goods into 

any Foꝛreign parts where they may be ſold at 
the beſt rates, and either by immediate ſale there- 
of to ſuch Merchants, to be by them tranſpozt- 
ed and ſold as their own (in which caſe the Con⸗ 
tractoꝛs may give ſuch day oꝛ days foꝛ payment, 
as they ſhall finde needful and convenient, foz 
the better imp2ovement of the pꝛice) o2 elſe by 
hiring the Tranſpoꝛtation of ſuch things into 
Foꝛreign parts where they may beſt ſell, & there 
pꝛocuring them to be ſold foꝛ this State, the ſaid 
Contractoꝛs are left to take the beſt courſe they 
can, accoꝛding to their beſt Skil x judgements, to 
ſell ſuch things to the utmoſt advantage of the 
Commonwealch, although it be in a way differing 
from that which is bekoze in general directed foz 
other parts of the pꝛemiſes, Any thing in this 
Act contained to the contrary notwithſtanding, 
P20vided always, That no ſuch particulars of 
the pꝛemiles be ſold to Merchants here, oꝛ tranſ- 
poꝛted into other parts, to be ſold at any rates 
lower then by the afozeſaid appꝛizements they 
are valued at, and ſo as the money foꝛ which they 
(hall be ſo ſold, be paid with all poſſible expedition 
in to the ſame Treaſury hereakter mentioned, 
fo2 the uſe Hereafter appointed: Aud the laid 
Contractoꝛs, oꝛ any thee oꝛ moꝛe of them, ſhall 
be, and are hereby authoꝛtzed to chuſe and ap- 
point a Clerk-Regifter, and ſuch other Officers 


02 Agents as they ſhall think fic and finde _ 
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ful, foꝛ the better diſcharge of the truſt, and dif- 
patch ok the ſervice hereby committed to them; 
and koꝛ their own, and their Agents and Oft- 
cers pains and charges therein, ſhall have five 
pence in the pound allowed them out ok all ſuch 
moneys as ſhall be made by lale of the ſaid goods 
and pꝛemiles, and out of the moneys to be raiſed, 
levied and received foz and as the fozfeiture of 
any buyer 02 buyers, making default as afoze⸗ 
laid innon-perfo2mance of his o2 their bargain; 
which allowance of five pence per pound, ſhall be 
paid by the Treaſurer hereafter mentioned un- 
to the ſatd Contractoꝛs, oꝛ to whom they oꝛ any 
thꝛee oꝛ moꝛe of them ſhall from time to time ap⸗ 
point to receive the ſame foꝛ their ue, by warrant 
under their hands c ſeals to the lald Treaſurers 
directed; out of which allowance they are to ſa- 
tistie all and every the Agents and Officers by 
them to be imploped in this Service; and to de⸗ 
fray all other charges of the ſame (except foz 
Tranſpoꝛtation and Sale of ſuch particulars as 
(hall be ſent into any Foꝛreign parts as afoze- 
ſatd, to be there ſold) the charges whereof ſhall 
be allowed and ſatisfiedout of the (imp2zovement 
of the pꝛice of ſuch particulars above what they 
would pield, if fold here, And it is further En- 
acted by the authozity afozeſaid, That Humphrey 
Jones, and John Hunt, Gentlemen and Citizens of 
London, ſhall be and are Hereby conſtituted and 
appointed Treaſurers fo: all and every ſuch 
ſum and ſums of money as chall oꝛ may be 
made, raiſed, levied and paid, by vertue of this 
Act, oꝛ any thing therein contained; and ſhall re⸗ 
ceive and ſafe keep all ſuch moneys, and iſſue out 
the ſame foꝛ kuch uſes, by ſuch Warrant, and ac- 
coꝛding to ſuch directions as are in this Act ap- 
pointed oꝛ pꝛeſcribed, oꝛ ſhall further by r 
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of Parliament be p2eſcribed and appointed, and 
not other wiſe; and of all the moneys ſo received 
and iſſued out ſhall keep, and when thereunto re- 
quired by atithozity of Parliament, (ſhall render 
a juſt and true accompt, and faithfully obſerve 
and perkozm all ſuch things as by this pꝛeſent 
Act, oꝛ any thing therein contained; and accozd- 
ing to the true intent and meaning thereof, the 
Treaſurers of the moneys afozeſaid, ought to 
Do, obſerve and perfo2m., and foꝛ their pains and 
charges therein, and ſatisfaction of ſuch Clerks 
oꝛ other agent and aſſiſtants as they (hall finde 
needful to employ therein, ſhall receive and have 
the allowance of two pence in the pound, out of 
all and ſingular the moneys to be received and 
accounted foz by them as afozeſaid, which al- 
lowance it ſhall be lawful foz them out of the 
faid moneys from time to time to detain and 
keep, and the ſame ſhall be allowed upon ac- 
count : And although moſt of the Goods and 
Pꝛemiſes, having been ok old belonging to the 
Crown, and not to the perſons of King, Queen 
02 Pꝛince, and now belonging to this Common⸗ 
wealth, the pꝛoceed upon the ſaleof them might 
juſtly be diſpoſed of foꝛ publique uſes, yet conſi⸗ 
dering the many debts. owtng from the perſons 
ok the laid King and Queen, and from their 
fatd Son, contracted befoze the late Wars, and 
due unto. divers perſons that are not Delin- 
quents, but have conſtantly adhered to the Par- 
itfament;:and ſuffered foꝛ theſame, and many of 
them ſo neceſſitous, as that their condition can. 
not bear the want of their ſaid debts, The Par- 
nament hath thought fit, and do hereby Oꝛdain, 
That the moneys to be raiſed by ſale of the ſaid 
goods and pꝛemiſes, ſhall be imploped and dil⸗ 
poſed foꝛ and towards the ſatisfaction ” the 
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debts afo2ementioned, and of ſuch of them 
efpectally as were contracted foz neceſſary 
houſhold expences ; which debts ſhall be patd out 
of the moneys to be raiſed as afozeſaid, as far 
as the ſame will go, in ſuch maner, and by ſuch 
pꝛopoꝛtion, as by authozity of Parliament ſhall 
be hereafter directed. P2ovided always, That 
the ſum of Thirty thouſand pounds out of the 
firſt moneys to be raiſed by ſuch ſale as afoꝛe⸗ 
ſatd, ſhall by the Treaſurers afozementioned be 
iſſued and lent unto the Treaſurer of the Navy, 
fo: ſupply of the pꝛeſent uſes of the Navy; and 
the laid Truſtees, oꝛ thꝛee oꝛ moꝛe of them, ſhall 
direct their warrant oz warrants foz that pur- 
pole, unto the Treaſurers afozenamed; which 
fatd ſum of Thirty thouſand pounds, ſhall be- 
fo2e the ſecond day of May, One thouſand ſir 
hundzed and fifty, be reſto2ed and retmburſed by 
the Treaſurer of the Navy. out of his receipts 
fo: the Navy, into the hands of the Treaſurers 
named in this Act, koꝛ the uſes therein declared. 
And foꝛ the better diſcovery and aſcertaining of 
the ſum, and ſeveral conditions of thoſe debts, 
fo2 ſatisfaction whereof the ſaid moneys are 
deſigned as afozeſaid, Be it further Enacted by 
the authozity afozefaid, Tha the ſaid Truſtees, 
02 any four o2 moze of them, ſhall be, and are 
hereby authozrzed and required to receive ſuch 
Inkozmations and Accompts concerning the 
debts afozementioned, as ſhal be tendꝛedto them, 
02 any perſons concerned (whom they ſhall oz 
may examine upon oath, touching the truth and 
condition of the ſame) and allo by warrant un- - 
der their Hands, to call befoze them any ſuch per⸗ 
ſon oꝛ perſons, who have any books of Accompts 
92 VW2itings, oꝛ can give any further Pnfozma- 
tion oꝛ Evidence W the lame, and = 
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to examine upon oath touching the truth, nature 
and ground of any the debts ſo inkoꝛmed of; and 
whether the ſame, oz any part thereof hath been 
patd, and what remains due; as alſo to examine 
concerning the conditions of the creditoꝛs, x time 
of the debts contracted, c foꝛ what the ſame were 
reſpectiveip; and upon ſuch examination, to make 
X certifie to the Parliament oz p Councel of State, a 
true liſt accompt, oꝛ ſeveral liſts and accompts 
of all ſuch of the laid debts as they (hal finde to be 
of the condition akozementtoned, expꝛelsing the 
ſeveral ſums appearing due, and foz what and 
when Contracted, and whether the perſons to 
whom the ſame become due by aſſignment oꝛ o⸗ 
therwiſe,appear to be Delinquents o2 Friends to 
the Parliament; and whether they have lent oz 
advanced any Money, Plate, Ho:ſe, Arms 02 
Furniture upon the Parliaments Pꝛopoſitions, 
befoꝛe the 24 day of March, 1642. and whether they 
have conſtantly adhered to the Parliament, oz 

ſuffered foꝛ the lame; and whether their condition 
be neceſſitous. fo as they cannot bear the want of 
their ſaid debts;and of ſuch debts,and to ſuch per- 
ſons, the ſaid Truſtees are ſpecially to make a 
diſtinct liſt and certificate, as they ſhall finde to 
have been Contracted fo: wages oꝛ fallaries to 
Servants, oz fo2 other neceſſary p2ovitions of 
Chamber,Houſhold oz Stables, to the end it may 
thereupon rhe better be determined, Which of 
the ſaid debts ſhall be paid, in What oꝛder, and by 
what p:opoztions; Whereupon the Parliament 
will determine and take oꝛder foꝛ the payment of 
ſuch of the ſaid debts as ſhall appear moſt juſt 
and equal, as far as the pꝛoceed of the ſaid goods
